The 
sensible sympathizers with the strike believe 
that their cause was virtually won when 
the President decided to appoint a commis- 
sion to investigate the Pullman difficulty. 
Pending the meeting of that commission all 
conservative judgment is suspended.

411 POINTS OF VIEW. 


Laber Leaders, Editors, Gevernors and 
Mayers Review the Strike. 


With the termination of the great railroad 
strike the Post-DisPaTou telegraphed to the 
Governors of the States and the Mayors of 
the cities in which there had been disorder, 
or a cessation of labor, asking them whether 
peace was now assured and what the outlook 
was for the future. 

Similarly worded telegrams were sent to 
all the ohiet actors inthe troubles at Chi- 
cago. It willbe noted that with the excep- 
tion ot ur. Debs anda fewothers they all 
agree that thislabor trouble is atan ond; 
that the present is peace and order, and the 
belief that the future will be as the present. 

There are three clases into which the 
sianed statements divide themselves: First, 
the opinions of the men of Chicago and the 
leaders on both sides; second, those of the 
Governors of the States affected by the 
strikes, and third, those of the Mayors of 
the olties where there was disorder or strik- 
ing. The signed statements follow. 


PRESIDENT E. v. DEBS.

Tethe Post-Dispatch: 

To-day we have been reorganizing for a 
new campaign.

To the Post- Dispatch: 

Flushed with the viotory that they claimed 
to have won on the Great Northern Railway, 
the officials of the American Rallway Union 
attacked the railway lines terminating at 
Chicago by ordering a boycott of the Pull- 
man cars. Notice of this boycott was given 
to the rall ways through the pubiic press, and 
the reason for the boycott was on account of 
trouble that arose between Mr. Pullman and 
his employes during tue first part of May. 
1894, and remained unsettled. Their line of 
action was well planned. ilways 
running east and south from icago 
were firstattacked and the troudle ina few 
days became general. It was not confined to 
railways hauling Pullman cars, but to all 
lines, terminal roads being no excep- 
tion. The General Managers’ Association 
considered it their duty to meet the attack, 
organized, employed new men to nll vacan- 
cies and endeavored to operate their roads. 
The strikers, reinforced by those who con- 
gregate at various places in times like these, 
prevented the passage of trains of all 
classes, destroyed railroad property 
of all kinds, looted Cars, burned 
station and engine-houses, captured 
trains and locomotives and in 
many districts riot prevailed and no atten- 
tion was paid to law and order. 

The presence of the militia at this critical 
period had a most beneficial effect. Many 
thought foratimethat the military forces 
were on the ground for show and not for ac- 
tion, They discovered after a few attacks 
made by them that cold lead would be used, 
and afterthatthey wisely kept out of the 
ange of the guns and speedily dispersed. 

The systematizing of the United States 
regular troops by direction of Gen. Miles was 
exceptionally well executed. The State 
militia, under Gen, Wheeler, occupied posi- 
tions where their presence and action pre- 
vented many outbreaks. It is hoped the 
lessons taught will be remembered ; that men 
will refuse to listen to the demands of parties 
who assume te be leaders, like Debs and 


Howard, and who are inspired by motives 


looking to their own selfish purposes. The 
liberty afforded all good citigens by the laws 
of this great country should be sufficient 
protection to all classes without the neces- 
sity of any organization whose murderous 
instincts and power of destruction of prop- 
erty hes been so well get forth in Chicago 
during the past sixteen days.

Writs of injanction were issued and given to 


the United States Marshal and were read to 
the aroma, upon which they did not seem to 
have the desired effeet. Thereupon 

United States Marshal called upon the Gov- 
ernment to furnish United States troops to 
enforce the order of the court. The United 
States troops arrived during the afternoon of 
July 4. It was at once apparent that the 
troops could be used o or the protection 
of the tenn + ofthe United States, the 
protection of United States mails and the 
prevention of obstruction to Interstate com- 
merce, but none in the general Mne of pre- 
serving peace and order in the city of 1— 
cago. For the preservation of ce and 
order in Chicago, the city authorities were 
appealedto. Thursday noon, July 5, infor- 
mation came to me from the Rock Island 
railroad offices that their train: were being 
interfered with. I immediately went to 
the office of Mr. Oabie, President of the 
road, accom panied by Mr. Rubens, 
corporation counsel, and requested an 
engine to take us to the scene of the 
trouble. After reviewing the scene and 
thoroughly tnvestigating the surrounding 
territory I decided to issue a public procia- 
mation to the people of Chicago, which 1 did 
the same afternoon, with a letter of general 
instructions to the police department. Being 
informed Thursday, July s, about 7 o’clock 
in the evening, that the First Regiment was 
oiling to camp at Springfield, | wired the 
overnor as follows: 

Iam informed that the ist Regiment is going to 
Camp Spriagfiiel4.

After a lengthy conference with Inspector 
Hunt, closing at midnight, and a further 
conference Friday morning with the Chief of 
Ponce, the Corporation Council and 

olty Comptroller, deemed it 
advisabie to call on the Governor 
for fiVe of the state regiments and 
immediately communicated with Gen. 
Wheeler and the Colonels of the different 
Chicago regiments, notifying them of my 
telegram to the Governor, and requesting 
them to immediately order their troops to 
report, as 1 was satisfied that my request to 
the Governor would be complied with. This 
action resulted in practically all the 
troops reporting to me within tue 
next five dours, and being detailed for 
duty that night. Before the ariivalof the 
troops I lice department, consist - 
ing of ut 8, men, with upwards of 500 
extra men, all in active service, had suc- 
ceeded in clearing the right-of-way of all 
the railroads within the city limits.

100 feet of rallroad running tothe south and 
east where there is not a sentinel posted. 

Monday, July 9, | wired the Governor for 
additional forces, to whieh request he imme- 
Giately responded by sending to Chicago 
Brig.-Gen. Barclay with his brigade. This 
force was needed, owing to the fact that 
Sheriff Gilbert had called upon me for seven 
companies, which had been ordered to re- 
port to him for service in Cook Oounly out- 
side of Chicago. Gen. Barclay reported for 
duty thatevening, and was assignedto the 
southwest section of the city, and 
his men relieved. that portion of 
our forces which very much required rest. 
This made substantially the whole military 
force of the State of Illinois on duty in and 
near Chicago under my command. The 
Governor not only responded to every call 
made by me, Dat assu me in a telegram of 
July 10 that if necessary he would put §50,000 
troops at my command for the purpose of 
suppressing lawlessness and restoring order, 

lhe gratitude of the entire community is 
due to the civil and military forces for the 
emMicient n and service rendered. I 
am convinced thatthis force neither recog- 
nized Mr. Debs and his colleagues nor the 
railroad officials in the performance of their 
duties. They looked neither to the right nor 
to the left in the discharge of their duty in 
the restoration of law and order which i am 
of the opinion has been accomplished and 
will be maintained.

I think the appointment 
of this board will prove the first step toward 
the permanent settlement of the labor 
troubles which every now and then 
upset the financial and business condition of 
the country. One very important fact has 
been established by the strike—that the au- 
thority ofthe Federal Government can be 
called up at such trying times, and that good 
citizens have forgotten forthe moment that 
they were Democrats or Republicans, and 
remembered that they were patriots. I de- 
lieve the early and satisfactory settlement of 
this difficulty is due to the individuality of 
Grover Cleveland. He,on this occasion, as 
on many previous ones, has shown himself to 
be the typical American citizen, rising above 
all party considerations and having but one 
thing in mind—the preservation of life and 

roperty and compelling of respeet to the 

aws of the United States. His timely and 

determined action in issuing his proclama - 
tion and in sending troops immediately to 
Chicago no doubt broke the backbone of this 
insurrection.

The board, under this bili, is clothed with 
all the jadicial powers conferred on com 
missions appointed by the United states 
Circuit Courts. it is authorized to compel 
the attendance of witnesses, to administer 
Oaths, etc. The hearings are to be heid pub- 
lic, and the parties to the controversy are 
allowed to be represented by counsel and 
are permitted to cross-examine witnesses. 
The award or decision of the board is then 
certified to the United States Cireult Court in 
the district in which the investigation is 
held, and it is held as a decree of the court. 

In case of strifes, where no application 
is Made to ha ve the board investigate, it may 
inguire into the cause of the troudle and re 
port its findings to the President. 


RIOTS OF 1877.

Mad Work of a Bob at Pittsburg When 
25 Men Were Hilled. 


The riot at Pittsburg, Ta., seventeen years 
ago reached a greater degree of fury than 
any that have yet taken place during the 
present strike. Then as now a great railway 
strike was on. That strike was caused by a 
reduction of wages on many lines. It began 
with the strike of forty brakemen and fre- 
men on the Baitimore & Ohle road at Balilti- 


more on July 14. Inf five Gays the strike had 
stopped every wheel on the Baltimiore 4 
Obto, and had extended to the Pennsy!ivania 
road, and on the 2th Baltimore found itself 
stained with bi The 6th Maryland 
regiment of militia had ‘been stoned by a 
mob of strikers and their sympathizets, and 
without waiting for orders had fired on their 
assailants. A pitched battle followed, in 
which nine men were Killed and forty more 
or less wounded. 

The strike quickly spread to Pittsburg, and 
mobs overawed the police. July 21 t 6 firs 
division of the Pennsylvania state Gua 
from Philadelpiiia reacaed the No the 
greater portion of them being from 
Y tod years. AtSo’clock in the afternoon 
they had theirfirst taste of grim war, for at 
that hourthey undertook toclear 4 mod of 
roughs and strikersthat had gathered at 
Twenty-eighth street. They were stoned 
merctiessiy, and finally fred on their agsatl- 
ants. Sixteénof the mob were killed and 
many wounded, and the rest transformed 
into demons, burning with a fever of de- 
structiveness 8 R to all génse of re- 
straint or of dan They broke into n 
shops and 5,000 0 "them came back to the 
Dattle strongly armed. Those who had no 
shot guns or rides had clubs or stones. By 
midnight there were 20.000 of them. They 
attacked a round-house in which the young 
guardsmen, tothe number of 800, had in- 
trenched themsetvts. The mob fet posses .- 
sion of a cannon, and trained on the militia, 
but its shot were not effective. 

Oll cars were set on fire and pushed toward 
thre bullding, but fell short of their destina- 
tion; buildings in the vicinity were fired; the 
toca was applied indiscriminately to froight 
cars and to private property and the firemen 
were driven off when they attempted to 
quench the flames. The night was lit up all 
about the round- house with a sea of flame 
and the ay of the besfeged became des- 
perate. The heat was unbearable, spark were 
Nying everywhere and it Degan to look as 
if the strikers would have their Way and the 
guardsmen would be roastel out. A car 
loaded with coke was drenched with kero- 
sone and sent fying down the track as far as | 
the men dared go within range from the | 
guardsmen’s muskets. That, too, fell short 
of its destination, anda, whittle the striners 
withdrew to study new methods, tne min 
tary, at 7 in the morning, took advantage of 
the iall, left the building and retreated, un-

AN EXAMPLE FOR THE SENATE 

The fiscal year closing June 30 has been 
a year of partial business paralysis and ar- 
fested production, ending in disastrous 
strikes and nearly total stagnation. 

Mr. Cleveland“ delay in calling Congress 
to the work of tariff reduction in the 
spring of 1808 gave the bounty-grabbers 
and the monopolies benefited by taxes on 
consumption time to organize their forces 
and obstruct for another whole year the 
legislation thrice demanded by the people 
through the ballot-box, It gave them 
time to organize a money panic and a gen- 
eral tie-up'“ of industries, with w 
cuts, lockouts, and all available means of 
torturing and coercing the people. They 
made the most of their opportunity and 
the strikes of capital last year were nat- 
urally followed by this year’s labor 
strikes. ‘‘An idle mind is the devii’s 
workshop’’ and Satan finds some mis- 
chief still for idle hands to do.“ When 
the country is fvll of unemployed 
or half employed and half starving men, 
we have reason to be thankful that the 
recent disturbances were not more serious 
and that they were checked 80 soon. 

We believe the only danger of a renewal 


of these troubles now ‘sivom a continu- 
ance of the great and long strike of the 
Senate’s pjmweratic combine against the 
en‘ortement 6f the popular will.

AN EXPENSIVE EXPERIMENT. 


An article in the current number of the 
Century Magazine on The Evolution of a 
Battle Ship, contains the following: 

It is worth while to consider what a battie- 
ship like the Indiana really is. In the first 
place, the cost approximates $3,600,000, or 
only $250,000 less than the sum this Govern- 
ment. under the wise policy of Thomas 
Jefferson, paid for the entire Louisiana pur- 
chase, with its immense territory. This sum 
je almost exactly one- Half of what Alaska 
cost this government, and a little more than 
one-quarter of what Engiand paid tothis 
country as the result of the Alabama arbitra- 
tion. Surely a craft like this is a stupendous 
bit of machinery. 

Nobody will doubt this last statement. 
The only question is whether the ‘‘stu- 
pendous bit of machinery’’ is worth the 
money it cost—in view of its present and 
prospective usefulness. The article says: 

The steel fort that Mr. Nixon planzed 
(now embodied tn the Indiana) is 190 feet 
long, 7% feet deep and 18 inches thick. At 
each end a barbette arises to protect the 
monster 18. inen guns. These barbettes are 
85 feet in Giameter, 17 inches thick and 12 feet 


high. 
Bear in mind that Ninon“e steel fort,“ 


with lues monster 18-inch guns, and all 
their ponderous paraphernalia, is on the 
main deck, far above the water line. No 
large amount of navel knowledge is needed 
to see that such a vessel must necessarily 
be ‘‘top-heavy,’’ and therefore’ liable to 
serious trouble in bed weather, and to 
something worse in case] of accident or in 
certain not uncommon conditions incident 
to naval warfare. There is not very much 
difference in tonnage between the Indiana 
and H. M. S. Victoria, though the former 
can deliver 6,800 pounds of metal at a 
single discharge, as against 6,000 of the 
latter. The essential principles of con- 
struction are practically the same in both. 
Now, we know that the Victoria last year 
papsized and went to the bottom of 
the Mediterranean with more than half

THE RIGHT OF PROPERTY. 

The following sentence is culled from 
an article in a current magazine: ‘*The 
dogma of the divine right of property has 
too long obscured the right of man. 

The writer of this article is a represent- 
ative of a group ot enthusiastic reformers 
who are sinoere in their intentions, but 
who let their emotions run away with 
their judgment. They let their eagerness 
to right all human wfongs at one blow 
blind them to error and delusion. 

The sentence quoted is a fair sample of 
the loose thinking which misdirects their 
energies. There is no dogma of the 
divine right of property’’ in these days 
and in this country,but the phrase is only 
a bit of bombast applied to the right of 
property which the writer asserte must 
yield to the rights of man. 

The writer wholly overlooks the fact 
that right of property is a basic right of 
man, without which other rights are of lit- 
tle use. It is well called the ‘‘divine right’ ’ 
because it lies at the foundation of all just 
organization of society. A man who has 
no right of property has little advantage 
from any other rights. He is a slave 
whether his energies are directed and his 
earnings disposed of by aa autocrat, or 
privileged aristocrat, er the administrative 
bureau of a communistioc government. 
He is in a fair way to become a slave if 
under any sort of government his property 
may be fllehed from him by another. 

But the right of property is the right to 
one’s own property against all others, not 
to others property, to the plunder of 
others by monopoly privileges, corporate 
device or any other forms of legalized rob- 
bery which are invasions of property 
righte. 

If Hess reformers could think, they 

would see that all the ills that we and all 
other people suffer from under govern- 
ment arisea from the denial of this 
right of property and a failure to protect 
all men in it. That is what causes 
the extreme poverty of honest labor, the 
hunger and misery which lead to violence 
and revolt. It is because our Government 
has been abused to the use of greed and in- 
justice, and has failed to protect al! citizens 
in their right to their property that we are 
now facing a wretched contrast of super- 
fluity and deprivation with all the dangers 
that such conditions bring. It is the prime 
cause of strikes and revolutionary agita- 
tation. 
The only reform needed by the Ameri- 
can people to secure the full blessings of 
liberty, peace and plenty is to restore their 
Government to its proper function as the 
guardian of the rights of all. That can be 
done through the ballot-box without the 
change of a single principle or funda- 
mente! law. 
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MEN FOR HOUSEWORK. 


If there is a philanthropist idle just now, 
and he wants to do something for man- 
kind, let nim open a school for the educa- 
tion of males in housework. This would 
not result in crowding out lady help. The 
lady help is scarce—woman no longer 
seeks the kitchen. 

To inquiries at the intelligence offices, in 
our largest city, for lady help, the answer 
promptly comes: Impossible; can’t find 
you one by any chance.’’ Yet when an 
advertisement for two male waiters was 
published, so great a crowd thronged the 
sidewalk in front of the house from which 
the advertisement was sent out that the 
advertisers were alarmed and dared not 
open their doors. The man who can bes 
waiter may easily make himself useful in 
the kitchen and in general housework. 
His strong arms would count in any part 
of the house. As a cook he might be cer- 
tain of success. 4 

Though most men, asa result of an old 
habit of thinking but one way, may shun 
the kitohen, there is certainly an opening 
for the unemployed in that very necessary 
department of the household, 
would have become of our mow indissolu- 
ble American Union if it had been neces- 
sary to wait for feminine cooks for the vast 
armies that marched and countermarched 
between 1861 and 1885?

It is estimated that when the war closed 
the Federal Government had not less than 
1,000,000 men actually under arms, or 
available at shortest notice; and it is proba- 
bly safe to say that the Confederate forces 
had not less than 250,000. In view of these 
facts and figures, none but an Englishman 
of the Woolseley sort would have enough 
ignorance and impudence to ‘place on 
record his opinion that 90,000 regular Ru- 
ropean troops, thrown one side or the 
other, could have decided the conflict at 
any period of the campaign. 
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SETTLE IT BY VOTES. 


That Gompers has his share of gumption 
is shown by the concluding paragraph of 
the address issued by the American 
Federation of Labor. Let us organize 
more generally,” it reads, combine more 
closely with our forces, educate and pre- 
pare ourselves ta protect our interest, that 
we may go to the ballot box and cast our 
votes as American freemen, united and de- 
termined to redeem this country from ite 
present political and industrial misrule, to 
take it from the hands of plutocratic 
wreckers and place it in the hands of the 
common people. 

It is a pity that the chiefs of organized 
labor do not keep this idea more promi- 
nently before their followers. If they 
would turn their assemblies into kinder- 
garten schools for political education ana 
stop wasting time with pronunciamentos 
and brag they might count on sure and 
solid progress. 

There have been strikes without number 
in this country since 1877, but so far as 
anybody knows they Have not settied any- 
thing or thrown any light on the question 
at issue. 

The place to begin work is at the source 
of these troubles—in legislation. When 
legislation is purified of plutocratic favor- 
itism and corruption, when it is no longer 
a convenient instrument of monopoly and 
privilege, there will be no occasion for 
strikes or strike leaders. Mr. Gom- 
pers’ advice should not be forgotten. 
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THE ROD IN SCHOOLS. 


The small boy will regret to learn that 
there are still some advocates of corporal 
punishment in the public schools. He has 
long agreed with those teachers who say 
that everything should be tried before the 
rod. He would even rather be bribed than 
rodded, such is his natural tendency to 
progressive methods of discipline. Even in 
Mexico corporal punishment is not al- 
lowed in public schools and he would fain 
not see us fall behind Mexico in national 
advancement. 

A highly educated and thoughtful lady 
teacher of New York is quoted assaying 
that since the abolition of corporal pun- 
ishment inthe schools of that city their 
efficiency has been decreased 50 per cent. 
She thinks there is no more certain or 
merciful method of enforcing attention 
and obedience than that of the rod. She 
would use the switch, not the rattan, and 
it should be applied, not to the hand, but 
to that part which was assailed with so 
much vigor by the pedagogue of the olden 
time. She declares that she has had boys 
considered incorrigible thank her for a se- 
vere correction and become good students. 
Each tetcher, and not the principal, 
should do the whipping, she says, and it 
should be done in private. 

Reports from all schools where corporal 
punishment has been abolished will be 
asked by opponents of the rod before they 
are convinced that mild methods are not 
best. Were corporal punishment to be 
tne rule, however, the small boy would 
insist on the punishment being done by 
the teacher. The thrashing administered 
by a woman is often to be preferred to that 
administered by a muscular Principal, who 
with very little exertion maxes himself 
felt through even the thickest of winter 
trousers.

WasuinctTor, D. C., June 16. — Te fight 
Against the Sugar Trust has taken anew 
turn. This time the big monopoly is assailed 
by a number of independent refiners of 
Texas and Louisiana. who, after a careful 
®xXamination of the Sugar schedule, dave 
come tothe conclusion that there is almost 
as much protection for the trust in that pro- 
Vision ofthe schedule which preserves the 
Hawatian reciprocity treaty as in the 40 per 
cent ad valorem duty. 

With a view to acquainting the mem 
Doors of the House with the effect which they 
Claim will probably follow the enactment of 
the sugar schedule as it now stands, Col. 
Cunningham, representing the Texas refin- 
ers, bas addressed a petition tothe House, in 
which be points out the advantages which, 
it is alleged, the trust will derive from this 
particular feature of the schedule. The pe- 
tition is being industriously circulated, and 
it is expeeted that it will de made the Dasis 
ofan animated discussion when the confer- 
ence report is made to the House. 

THE RECIPROCITY PROVISION. 

**The reciprocity provision, said Col, 
Ounningham in his petition, allows all 
sugars reduced in the Hawalian Islands to 
come into the United states free of duty. It 
is @ positive fact that these sugars are abso- 
lately controlled by the American Sugar Re- 
Aning Co. (otherwise Known as the Sugar 
Trust), and will be wholly subject to any 
prices which the trust may see proper to 
pay to the producers of sugars there. 

**You will readily perceive that if the duty 
Imposed were 40 per cent ad valorem on 
crude sugars-valued ats cents per pound, it 
would give the American Sagar Refining 
Co. (paying no duty from Hawall) an 
advantage of $1.20 per 100 pounds over all 
Other importers of sugars from countries 
other than the Hawalian Islands at the ports 
of Galveston, New Orleans or New 
York. As a matter of fact, these same 
Hawalian sugars were imported into 

Texas in the years 1887, 1888 and 1889 at 55 
cents per hundred pounds, granulated, 
from San Francisco, while atthe same time 
we, who were refining sugar in Texas, were 
compelled to pay to common points in 
Texas 35 cents per hundred pounds under the 
present established rules, leaving a differ- 
ence ofonly 20 cents per hundred pounds, 
while from the duty im ed 
Sugar 
derived 
cere or a clear difference in t 
r hundred pounds. 
COMPETITION KILLED. 

„Ot course, under such circumstances no 
private enterprise could live or successfully 

compete with the sugar Trust. These are 
facts that can be established beyond all 
question. Withthis weapon of advantage, 
as I have just suegested, the Sugar Trust was 
able tocrush out the production and man- 
ufacture of granulated sugars by any private 
industries in Texes or Louisiana. 

Now. —ßð5ð— asthe Democratic party 
is avowedl rr to bounties, it does not 
seem poss ble t those whose representa- 
tives should favorably consider for a mo- 
ment a proposition to give this Sugar Trust 

a bounty which,calculating from the amount 
of sugars now produced in the Hawaiian 
Islands at 40 per cent ad valorem, would 
Aggregate between $3,500,000 and $6, 000, 000

Duties of the Democratic Conferees on 
the Tariff Bill. 


DISPOSING OF MANY POINTS IW 518 
PUTE BETWEEN THE TWO HOUSES. 


As Agreement on Bvarything But fugar, 
OCeal and Iron Ore-—Eeariy Report 
Looked For—Republicans in Danger 
of Losing West. Virginia—Democrats 
Hard at Work. 


D. O.. July 14.—T he Demo- 
eratic conferees have spent eight hours a 
day for six days on the tariff bill, with the 
result, there is reason to Delieve, of dispos- 
ing satisfactorily of a great many of the 
points originally in Gispute between the two 
houses of Congress. But much remains to be 
Gone before the Republicans are admitted 
and a report is agreed upon, and in this is in- 
claded those schedu.es about which the most 
feeling exists. 

The opinion to-night is that on Thursday 
or Friday next a report will be made, which 
will show an agreement practically on every- 
thing but sugar, coal and iron ore, and the 
sense of the two houses will be taken. on 
those three schedules. Then the conferees, 
instructed by the expressions of the Senate 
and House, will reassembie and make an- 
other effort to harmonie the differences as 
to those articies. 

There is nothing new in the contention 
over sugar, but the case of coal and iron ore 
is now being stated with politicsinit dy 
those who favora duty. 

COAL AND POLITICS, 

It is asserted as to coal that it a duty is not 
imposed West Virginia will be lost to the Re- 
pubdlicans this fall. The argument is that 
free coal would turn both the miners and the 
mine owners against the Democrats, and 
this change would easily wipe out the nar- 
row Democratic majority in the State. The 
Republicans, it is predicted, would carry 
three out of the four Congressional Districts, 
including Mr. Wilson’s, and make sure of 
the election of one of their number to suc- 
ceed Mr. Camden in the Senate. This, the 
Democratic friends of coal insist, woulda be 
an unpardonable blunder for the party in 
power to commit. 

Almost the same statement is made con- 
cerning iron ore. It is pointed out by the 
advocates of a duty on that article that a hot 

litical campaign is now In progress in Ala- 
ama, with the issue uncertain. The Popu- 
lists and the Republicaos are united and are 
making great boasts of strength.

HE IS A FALLEN MINISTER. 


The Career of a Strong Spirit Which 
Ruled Bulgarie. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH, 
BERLIIx. July 5.—The world has grown ac- 
customed tothe rapidity and completeness 
with which statesmen sometimes fall, but 
there has been no political eciipe in this 
generotion more startling than that of 
Stephan Stambuloff, Prime Minister of Bul- 


aaria. A short time ago he was as much 
master of Bulgaria as Bismarck ever was of 
the German kmpire; now the authorities at 
Sofia are trying to indict bim for abuse of 
power and opening private letters. They in- 
tend to send him to prison it they can. 

Stam bulof was Known as the Man of Des- 
tiny“ in the Balkans and he had ali the Bis-. 
marckian qualities, though his theater was 
smaller. In addition, he had a more turba- 
lent race to rule. 

He is a short, stout man, with a round 
face, a heavy chin, small black eyes, a black 
mustache. His face is decided Eastern, 
Infact, itis rather more than Slavic, and 
has a Chinese cast, indicating that he, per- 
haps, may have in his veins some of blood of 
the ancient Huns, who were of Turanian 
origin and came from the borders of China 
into Europe. 

He is essentially a man of action, vigtiant, 
prompt and bold, and, like other public men 
of Southeastern Europe, he as never 

scrupulous about methods. Ia that part of 
the worid the end is usually held to justify 
the means, and Stambuloff accepted the 
doctrine in its widest sense. He hada 
heavy hand for his enemies, and he never 
neglected to sirike them with: all his might 
when he could. Should he By some luce 
chance regain power in Bulgaria, some of 
hig contemoraries in that part of the world 
a not likely to rematno in igaorence of it 
ong. 

Stambuloff, though he is now overtlirown 
after ten years of nearly despvtic power, is 
stilia young man. He was bora at Trinova 
the ancient Bulgarian capital, in 1888, and 
his family, with an absolute ignorance of his 
character and inclinations, intended him for 
the church. When he was 17 years old he was 
sent toa seminary at Odessa, Russia, to study 
theology. He remained there several years, 
and might have become a priest eventually, 
but when the uprising against er oc- 
curred in Bosnia and Hergegovina and the 
Ruseo-Turkish war began, in 1877, he dropped 
his studies, ran away from the seminary and 
joined the fray. He and some friends tried 
to incite an insurrection in Bulgaria, but 
they failed and ned to Bucharest, the capital 
of koumania. They remained there for some 
time and then young Stambulof joined the 
Russian army as a volunteer. 

At the end of the war Stambuoff returned 
to Bulgaria and was chosen a member of 
the Sobranje. He became Presidentof this 
body early in 1884, and from that moment 
his overmastering influence in Bulgaria be- 


gan. 

When Prince Alexander of Bulgaria was 
disposed and Kidnapped through a Russian 
eonspiracy Stambuloff's great opportunity 
came. The conspirators had ne to 
make any 1 for the future 
government the country, and as Speaker 
of the Sobranje, he was the highest ina 
authority after the kidnapping of the 
Prince. He promptly 
counter revolution and 
Prince in triumph back 
Prince, daunted by the ceaseless intrigue 
with which he was surrounded, resigned in 
1886, and Stambuloff became virtual Regent 
of Bai In 1877, when Prince Ferdioand 
of Coburg ascended the Bulgarian r 
Stambulof retained all his influence an 
took the portfolios of Premier and Minister 
of the Intertor,

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EVIDENCE HEARD IN THE PROBATE 
COURT YESTERDAY. 


The Application to Have the Father De- 

 ‘@lare@ Incompetent Made by the 
Boman Catholic Orphan Asylum— 
The Children’s Mother Insane—Oswald 
4dmits Being Given Somewhat to 
Drink—Court News. ö , 


The application & the managers of the 
Roman Catholic Orphan Asylums of St. Louis 
to have the parents of Amelia, Mamie and 
George Oswald declared incompetent and 
the petitioners appointed guardians of the 
children was tried beforea jury in the Pro- 
bate Court yesterday afternoon. The appli - 
cation set forth that Mary Elizabeth Oswald, 
mother ofthe children, has been demented 
for nineteen months, and is now confined in 
the St. Louis Insane Asylum; also that Hen- 
ry Oswald, the father, has not contributed 
to the support of the children for nineteen 
months and is not a fit person to 

for the children. The first 
witness was Mathias Wagner, father of 
Mrs. Oswald. He testified that his son- 
in-law was given to drink and ill-treatment 
of his wifeand his children, Mrs. Oswald 
at last going home to her father, the wit- 
ness, half-crazed and with marks of blows 
on her body. 

Tessie Wagner, sister of Mrs. Oswald, tes- 
tifed that Mr. Oswald became drunk fre- 
quentiy, and that on one occasion he pitched 
the baby head-first into the bed. 

The attorney for the defendant labored to 
establish that the secret of the trouble 
was Mrs. Wagner’s notions of the privileges 
of a mother-in-law. Miss Tessie admitted 
that her mother and Oswald did ot 
agree, but the witnesses claimed 
that was the aggressor, 
„Wagner was Irish and Oswald 
was German. ile used to call my mother 
an old Irish thing,’’ said the witness. 
He would father was 
all right, mother was 
not because she was Irish, 

Oswald, in hisown behalf, testified that he 
always treated his wife and children 
kindly and never beat them. 
mitted that he drank a good deal 
of beer occasionally; but not as frequentiy 
as the Wagners alleged. At6:15 o’clock the 
testimony was completed. Arguments will 
be made to-morrow morning.

And 
no fact is better understood among the 
makers of tickets than that if Joy is nomi- 
nated by the Republicans O'Neill is entitled 
to the nomination of the Democrats if he will 
acceptit.

It being hungry and not able to get 
enough to eat is getting along, then we are 
getting along nicely,’’ she replied bitterly. 

But that is only lately,’’ I suggested.

an Interesting Talk.

Iepent the best part of a summer's day 
Guring the past week talking with Chief of 
Police Laurence Harrigan about certain in- 
teresting phases of his calling as a police- 
man and detective. 

I do not know ofa man better Otted to talk 
om this topic than Harrigan, because in the 
thirty-seven years of his experience he has 
sounded the entire gamut of the police scale, 
60 to speak. 

He walked his first beat as a policeman 
away back in 1857, when the St. Louis police 
force consisted of 180 men, and D. A. Raw- 
Uns was City Marshal and Chief of Police. 
Harrigan was then 23 years of age, and had 
Deen in St. Louis four years, coming here 
when a lad of 19. 

He was made a Sergeant of Police in June, 
1859, exactly two years after he joined the 


. force. In 1867 he resigned from the force to

the city collector’s office, but hethrew up 


this place within six months and went back 
to his first love, the police, again taking rank 
asa Sergeant. in 1868 he was made Chief of 
Detectives, succeeding John Egan, the frst 
chief. In 1874 he was made Chief of 
Police, which office he resigned later 
to go into the livery Dusi- 
ness, returning, however, upon his reap- 
pointment to the chieftainship under the 
Crittenden administration. In 1884 he was 
appointed Appraiser of the Port of St. Louis 
by President Cleveland, and again left the 
police. In 1889, having served out his term 
of office as Appraiser, he was again rea p- 
pointed Cnief of Police, and has held that 
office ever since. 

Iwas fortunate in obtaining a peculiarly 
characteristic interview with Harrigan. 
The Chiefis nota talkative man. He is by 
mature reticent, and this knack of Keeping 
his mouth shut unless talking Decomes im- 
perative has been strenathened by a lifetime 
experience as a police officer. 

But it wasa dull afternoon which I chose 
to spend in the Chief’s office and, under the 
influence ofa good cigar from his own pri- 
vate box and seated comfortably at his desk 
in his shirt-sleeves, with no interruption 


from the outside, Harrigan gave me just the 
kind of talk I wanted, a reminiscent study of 
his calling, with his personal experience in 
some famous cases thrown in. 

Before I had this talk I was inclined to 
think that detective and police stories, as we 
read them in magazines and Sunday papers, 
were in all likelinood thin threads of fact 
made into apparently substantial fabric by a 
generous admixture of fiction. 

1 shall tell you some police stories that 
Harrigan told me, and just as he told them,

In his capacity as Chief of Police, Maj. 
Harrigan has but one regret. He would like 
to see the police force of St. Louis increased 
to an even 1,000 patrolmen. It has 650, and 
the Chief says this is not enough, and that it 
is far below the average of other large cities. 

do not Know any other improvement to 
be suggested for the st. police 
force,’’ Chief Harrigan said to me 
Guring our talk. The force is em- 
inentiy efficient, 80 faras it goes, the 
menare capable and well-trained and the 
officers are experienced and trustworthy. 
But we ought to have 1,000 patrolmen in- 
stead of 660. 

Then the chief branchea off into a police 
talk’’ which contained much ofthe fruit of 
his years of professional experience and 
which was necessarily deeply interesting 
from start to finish. 

“The best physical type of policeman.’’ said 
Chief Harrigan during this tak, *‘I should 
describe as a man standing 56 feet 9 inches in 
height, weighing from 160 to 170 pounds, 
with muscles well-developed and kept in 
training, with good control of himself, and 
Ot temperate habits. The best mental type 
is that of a man of ordinary Intelligence, 
whose faculties are equal to a sudden emer- 
gency where he has toact without consult- 
ing a superior officer, and yet whots thor- 
oughly disciplined to unquestioning obe- 
dience. For a detectivethe requisites are 
diferent. Toa certain extent a good detec- 
tive must be born, not made. He must have 
patience, shrewdness, courage, powers of 
analysis, keen reasoning, but above all he 
must have that feeling that when be starts 
on a case he is going to get the man wanted 
if it is possible for that 
be gotten. This is what 
your successful detective, the 
who won't give up, who will be successful in 
acaseif it costs him ten years of his life to 
doit. The best police officers are those who 
possess those qualities and who have added 
to them the experience of some years of ac- 
tive service. or a patrolman the best years 
of his duty are from the age of % to 40.’’ 

A little while after this the Chief was tals 
ing about criminals. He is a lexicon of 
**criminoiouy.’’ 

The most dangerous class of criminals,’’ 
said he, Is that of house burglars. This is 
because amanwhv breast into a thouse to 
Steal is also prepared to murder, if neces- 
sary to his own safety. And besides, house 
burgiarsas a rule are ot a low and brutal 
type and essentially dangerous men. ihe 
next most dangerous class is that of the gur 
roter, the criminal who waylays and ‘sand- 
bags’ a man for the few dollars that may be 
in ils pocket. And right here is a novel fact 
about this term ‘sandbayvging.’ In all my 
experience there bas never been a genuine 
sandbag found in st. Louis, yet the term is 
used as though this was the common weapon 
used in these attacks. Ihe sandbagger and 
the garroter are the curses of Chicago, 
especially since the close of the World’s 
Fair,.but they are not numerous in St. 
Louis. 

**The intellectual aristocrat of the erim-

I had never before found 
him willing to talk about himself, dut in this 
instance we had been talking of other things 
for some time, the conversation had come 
naturally to that point where it was easy to 
lead nim intosucha vein without the pre- 
vious intention’’ becoming manifest; we 
were both smoking, and it was 5 o’ciock in 
the afternoon, the dullest hour of the police 
day. And 80, Only stopping to make 
an occasional study of his cigar-ash, Harri 
gan started in and told me the best police 
and detective stories I have ever listened to, 
stories of noted events in which he was an 
actor, all of them full of dramatic interest, 
some of them possessed of as strong an at- 
mosphere of mystery asany ever evolved 
fromthe sudtle brain of Conan Doyle him- 
self, and all told so consecutively and with 
such uncenscious appreciation o’ the value 
of detail to prove irresistibly fascinating.

On my arrtval in the Argentine 1 
was employed on the engineering corp of the 
Inter-Continental Kallway then being built, 
and latter on the lines of the transconti- 
nental raliways. 

My duties kept me continually on the 
frontier, where I had excellent opportunt- 
ties to observe the natural resources of the 
country, whichis rich beyond comparison. 
It ts the El Dorado of South America, the 
Spaniard’s dream realized, but it is unde- 
veloped. I discovered the great gold-mining 


possibilities for the miner aud metaliurgist, 
and so abandoned raliway work and com- 
menced the exploration of this extensive 
Cordiileras country, in advance of the En- 
glish-speaking miners. found the mining 
country the largest and richest in the world. 
It will no doubt seem strange to the readers 
of the 8st. Loulé Foser-Dier ren that a 
country with sach wealth and resources as 
the Argentine has remained 380 long unde 
veloped. To properly understand this they 
should be familiar with the history of the 
Argentine. 
The western half of the continent—that Is, 
reat 
north and south mountain ranges, — all 
of them metaliferous. It was due to these 
mineral deposits that the Argentine was set- 
tl y Europeans. When the Spaniaras 
landed in Buenos Ayres they were not look- 
ing for fine lands. It was their thirst for 
gold that brought them to these shores. Ar- 
riving at Buenos Ayres they fitted out expe- 
ditions to the mountains, where they found- 
ed the principal towns, San Juan and Men- 
dosa. These 8 S were attracted by 
the Indian stories of the fabulous wealth of 
the Guachi of the great goldfields. They 
traversed an Indian country of nearly one 
thousand miles without roads or raliroads, 
confronted at every turn with apparently 
insurmountable ovstacies. They reached 
the mines, conquered the Indians and built 
their crade mills on the ground, utilizing 
only surface ores.

OUTLINES PRESERVED SINCE 1660

The marvelous ways in which the silent 
forces of nature preserve accurate records of 
human deeds and make great wrongs im- 
perishable have just been illustrated anew 
in Algiers. Away back in the year 1569 a poor 
lad Known as Geronimo became a convert to 
the Ohristign faith and with mauy others 
suffered martyrdom rather than deny his 
religion. 

The recordsof the persecution are scant 
enough, but it so happened that a good 
monk of that day, struck with pity, wrote 
an account of the death of the friendless and 
brave boy, Geronimo, which account has 
come down to us. From this narra- 
tive we learn that the victim, 
after having been tortured and 
vilified and refusing to recant, was 
thrown alive Into a bed of suft cement, where 
he sank out of sight and perished in a fear- 
ful manner, disappearing, as his persecutors 
believed, forever from the world, It is worth 
noting that the good Spanish monk appends 
to his narrative a sort of prayer that God 
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Joe Bianchi Among His Plasters.

Louis four concerns making plaster images, 
one at 709 O'Fallon street has ten partners, 
a second at Em near Broadway has seven 
partners, a third at 1629 Linden street, and 
a fourth between Cass avenue and O’Falion 
street, Seventh and Fighth streets have 
two associated partners each.

It 
aus up the space around the 
model, conforming itself to every feature 
and line. Several hours are required for the 
lue to dry and become solid. When it 
oes the plaster fusk is removed and 
the mass of xlue stands forth. as the 
mold, from which 1,000 imitations of the 
original model may be cast. 

But first of all the glue mold must be cut 
into two parts, n order to 
provide for the extraction 
ofthe casts. This isdone with a knife; the 
pieces are then joined and securely bound 
and the pilaster paris is pares in through a 
hole at the top. he then 
shaken and rat urious rate, 
in order to force tke particles of plaster into 
every crevice and line of the mold. The 
glue mold is then seperated and the plaster 
paris image is completed. In this way the 
peddler’s statuary baskets are filled. Bach 
mold of gfue is used for casting innumerable 
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will some day bring forth from the earth this 
poor body from its shameful resting place 
and give itover tothe Christian world to be 
honored with the other martyrs who died for 
the faith. 

Now comes the curious sequel to this story. 
Three hundred years have passed. The 
world has forgotten poor Geronimo, and the 
French have occupied Algiers. It seems that 
the bed of cement Into which Geronimo was 
Aung bardened into an enormous block, 
which, inthe sixteenth century, was dullt 
into the foundations of the old fort tg Al- 
giers. In demolishing this fort the French 
came upon the block, and an accidental frac- 
ture revealed the cast of the martyr. 

Plaster of Paris was run into the mold and 
a perfect reproduction of the body as it ap- 


poncas at the time of his death was obtained. 
o accurate is thiscast, that not only the 
texture of his rments and the cords that 
bound his hands behind him, but the death 
agony of suffocation, the distended muscies 
and the protruding ere balls are all shown 
and even the soft filamentsof his hair and 
silky eye-lashes. 

This strange reproduction has been set up 
with hanors at the Cathedral of St. Phil 1 
Where it has attracted the attention of tne 
devout strangers from all lands, and thus 
has the Spanish monk’s prayer been an- 
swered after many years. The picture which 
accompanies this article is made from a pho- 
tograph, and conveys a clear idea of the 
startling accuracy with which nature did 
her work before the camera was thought of. 

Similar casts, as is well known, have u 
taken from the ashes of Pompell, restoring 
for us the very expressions of the dying via- 
tims who were smothered in the ashes of the 
eruption. Readers of obscure historie tradi- 
tions will also recall the fate of Osric, the 
slave who was buried alive in the sands of 
the Upper Tiber by Commodus and dug out 
200 years after - the monks who were haul- 
ing sand for the convent of st. Joseph. 
Layard came aeross similar impressions in 
the sands of the Syrian Desert. All of which 
pale shows us the inclination (if such a word 
is allowable) of Nature’s forces to preserve a 
— of human events in her secret labora - 

ory. 

Mr. Frank Buckland in his *‘Curiosities of 
Natural History’’ rds one ofthe most 
extraordinary examples of this Kind. He 
was prospecting somewhere in a valle in 
Wales, and came across a fiat, striated 
stone several feet square that bamed him.

Wasnineton, D. O., July 18.—A curious 
custom is still observed in an old negro bury-. 
ing ground here, that of placing upon the 
graves of departed friends and relatives the 
articles that were most enjoyed or used by 
them while living and the bottles containing 
the residuum of the medicines that were ad- 
ministered during the last illness. 

The Mt. Zion Graveyard, as it is called, lies 
in the shadow of the beautiful Oak Hill 
Cemetery, on Georgetown Heights. Both 
are charmingly situated on rising ground 
overlooking Rock Creek at its most pictur- 
esque point. Separated only by a short 
stretch of land and a high board fence, the 
two silent cities’’ present the most vivid 
contrast imaginable. 

On one side are soft green lawns, flowering 
shrubs, graveled walks aud magnificent 
monuments;onthe othera rank growth of 
grass and weeds, worm-eaten and discolored 
wooden headboards, and instead of fowers a 
miscellaneous jumble of toys, ornaments, 
tools, etc. But Mount Zion has its own 
pecaliar charm, and its patrons are unique 
in the belief that the things used dy the de- 
parted during life are needed by them in the 
lana of shadows. 

The old, white-haired sexton, in his quaint 
dialect, gives many amusing obituaries and 
explains the significance of certain articles 
that litter the mounds. 

The idea of the negroes in placing them in 


the cemetery is that they may be within easy 
reach of the spirits whom they confidently 
believe revisit the scenes of their suffeiings. 
Ifthey find familiar objects on their graves 
they confine their manifestations to the 
cemetery—if not, they haunt the families 
who have neglected to provide them. 

One grave bas, instead of a monument, a 
large wooden hobby-horse, buried to its 
haunches inthe ground. It marked—so the 
sexton said—tbe last resting place of one Mr. 
**Johnsing,’’ who, while livin was the 
Griver of an express wagon. Sie was ex- 
tremely fond of his horse, and his widow, 
who was obliged to sell it, used some of the 
proceeds to purchase a wooden one.

A French Resident of St. Louis 


Tells of the Wedding. 


RECOLLECTIONS OF THE DEAD PRESIDENT. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DIsPAaTCH. . 


The little old rock church of Notre Dame 
in the quaint French town of Aloxe Corton, 
some ninety miles from Paris, is shrouded in 
deepest gloom. Its bells are muffled. its 
pews and pillars darkened with sombre 
drapery. 

It is for their late President, M. Sadi Car- 
not, that the good French wpeas- 
ants are praying, as they Kneel before 
the altar, 

In the spring of 1872 M. Sadi Carnot and 
Mile. Cuniset were married in this church. 
Among the multitude of guests were several 
representatives of the Leger family, 
Leger, pere and his two sons, Andre and 


Julius. 

Andre was even then and still is the super - 
intendent of M. Carnot's vineyards, but 
Julius, who was then a youth, is now a resi- 
dent of St. Louls, engaged in mercantile 
business. 

Mr. Leger, always an ardent admirer of 
the murdered President, bas many remin- 
iscences of the lamented statesman, and toa 
SUNDaY Post-DISPAUCH representative he 
readily consented to recount his recollections 
of Carnot’s wedding. 

At the time of Carnot’s marriage, said 
Mr. Leger, de was a young man of 85, but 
had already become quite prominent, as 
he had been elected to represent our 
arondissement in the Chamber of Deputies, I 
lived in tue town of Baune. Carnot lived in 
the town of Nuits, and the young lady he 
married resided in a place called Aloxe Cor- 
ton. All were in the District of Baune, of 
which Carnot had been chosen representa- 
tive. Baune itself was in the Department of 
La Cote D'Or. which in turn was in the 
Province of wine-famed Bargundy. 

**Young Carnot, besides being prominent, 
was particularly popular with his constitu- 
ents, Orstly because he was a rabid Republii- 
can, an secondly because of his 
genial disposition and unostentatious 
Manner. He came of a 

as well as leis- 
lators. Though his grand father was a 
Minister of War and his father a life Sena- 
tor, they nevertheless managed to devote 
considerable time to the improvement of 
their vineyards. Carnot’s father owned 
some ofthe finest vineyards in the district, 
having ope each at Baune, Nuits, Pommard, 
Aloxe Corton, Clos de Vougeot and Chamb- 
dertin. Young Carnot would come 
around to each of these vineyards every,

Often one grave is made to serve for an en- 
tire family. One of the most pretentious 
monuments in the cemetery—a plain marble 
slab—had carved upon its surface the names

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Devices of Sleepless Men for 
Driving Prowlers Away. 


RUSE OF A CLEVER ELECTRICIAN. 


Written for the 8SuNDay Post-D IGPATCH. 


Sleep these hot nights with the cats hold- 
ing noisy converse outside has been im pos- 
sible, and several people have expended 
their ingenuity and some money on devices 
Gesigned to keep the night-prowlers away. 
One contrivance, which has been erected 
on a back fence, consists of a system of ro- 
volving paddles which, turning in the wind, 
offer absolutely no foothold tothe cats’ paws. 
Each wheel, or paddle, is 2 feet long and 
has three flukes, as shown in the illus- 
tration. As soon as a cat steps on one 
arm or fluke it recedes from under him, and 
the next one coming around strikes a blow 
which deposits him on the outside of tne 
fence, 

Another man has erected on his fence a 
system of rollers such as are used in window 
curtains, The principle is much the same as 
in the foregoing, offering no resistance to the 
dat 's feet in mounting tue fence. The trouble 
with this, however, isthat the more Know- 
ing cats learn to know that dy mounting at 
the point where the roller-ends touch each 


other a footing may be found in between the 


uprights in which the rollers revolve.

Bections Put in Two of the New Vessels 
to Increase Their Stability.

2 ANCIENT aUTOMATON. 


Mechanical Singing Birds Which De- 
lighted she People of Alexandria. 


Hero of Alexendria has left accounts of 
several strange sutomata made by the me- 
chanics of ancient days, but the most re- 
markable is that of the singing birds, o 
which he gives a drawing and a meagre de 
scription. 

An air-tight box of metal was provided, 
which was divided into four compartments‘ 
1, 2,8, 4, by horizontal diaphragm plates. 
Ou the top of this box was a basin, 0, for re- 
celving the water of a fountain. Around 
this basin were four birds, A, B, © 0 
perched upon branches of shrubs, which 
apparently grew out of the top of the 

x. Each of these branches was hollow, 
and communicated with one of the compart- 
ments alread named oy one of the pipes, 9, 
10, 12, and 18, which passed buta short ais: 
tance through the tops of the several com- 
partments. The boales of the birds were 
also hollow, and were.connected with the 
hollow branches by tubes in their legs. 
the hollow body of each bird were two musi- 
cal reeds or whistles of different note.

In 1819 a Boston Man Had the Idea of 
Steam Railroad and Sleeping Cars.
